Accusing the United States once 
again of aggression against

regime, Castro said “ the principal 
reason for aggression against our 
country is to prevent our being

“ We will continue making our 
fatherland an example that will 
convert the Andes range into the 
Sierra Maestra of the continent,” 
he declared. 
The Cuban leader also repeated 
his charge that the proposed new 
U.S. aid program for Latin A m er­ 
ica is a bribe to whip up opposi­ 
tion to him.

CHICAGO (A P ) — Republican 
women won an equal voice with 
men 
on three 
more 
convention 
committees today. 
In what Mrs. Clare B William s, 
assistant 
national 
chairman, 
called "an historic step.” the 1960 
rules committee voted equal rep­ 
resentation for men and women 
on the rules, credentials and per­ 
manent organization committees. 
The change is effective with the 
next convention, in 1964. The wom­
